Tis plain, therefore, my Brethren, that if we can 
but bring our ſelves to give Credit to the impartial 
Relations of our own Senſes, we have at preſent a 
great deal of real and ſubſtantial Happineſs at Stake; 
and if we do but act up to the uſual good Senſe of our 
Nation, *tis now fully in our Power, happily to ſe- 
cure the ſame to our ſelves and our Poſterity, for 
many Generations. Let us but beware how we ſplit upon 
one dangerous Rock, and we are ſafe. We are a free- 
born People, and therefore naturally jealous of all ty- 
ranical Invaſions of our Liberties, Rights, and Pro.

ciple it is, and we do well to cheriſh it. But then 
the Miſchief of it is, that, happy as we are in theſe 
generous Notions, they are apt ſometimes to produce 
an Evil of the moſt miſchievous Conſequence to our 
State.

And as 
we are often betrayed into this Way of thinking, by 


true and generous Principles miſapplied, we ſhould 


therefore be the more vigilant and careful how we 


are thereby ſeduced. . For, as in our natural Bodies, 


thoſe Diſeaſes are often found the moſt dangerous 
which proceed from the Overflowings ofa ſtrong Con- 
ſtitution; ſo in Bodies politic, thoſe Diſorders have 


often the moſt miſchievous Effects which take their 


Riſe from the moſt wholſome Principles, ill applied by 


the Villainy of deſigning Men. But I am ſenſible, that 


I have the leſs Reaſon to expatiate upon this Head, be- 
cauſe I have now the Honour to addreſs my ſelf to a 
County remarkable in our Hiſtories, for their Loyal- 
ty to the Crown, and their firm Attachment to the 
true Intereſt of the Nation. In the Times of the grand 
Rebellion, our Anceſtors gave a noble Inſtance of this 
loyal Spirit, by the brave * Reſiſtance they made (hard 
by the Place in which we are now aſſembled) againſt 


the rebellious Diſturbers of their Country's Peace. 


May we allo be animated with truly loyal Spirit, and 
not ſuffer our ſelves either to be frighten'd out of our 
Allegiance, by the Outcries of a drunken Rabble; or to 
be yet more fooliſhly cajoled out of it, by the puerile 


| Declamations of their Leaders. But let us go on in 


our Duty, not noiſily and tumultuouſly, but (like
